The developers said they did not want 
to disclose details of the three plans 
before the meeting. They did say they 
hoped to build, about 100 condominium 
units, a marina and a beach on about 13 
acres of land between the street and the 
beach. 

The Smiths will also unveil plans for 
the development of 48 acres between 
Front and Division Streets which they 
have an option on. The Smiths did not say 
what type of development may occur 
there. 

They would not coniment when asked if 
any of the three plans involved relocating 
Front Street further away from the 
lakeshore. 

The Smiths had propesed in 1978 that 
Front Street be closed to allow them to 
build a 270-unit condominium develop- 
ment on 61 acres of land. But after more 
than a year of controversy. the issue was 
put to a vote of the people and the street 
closing was denied by a 698-394 vote on 
Aug. 7, 1979, 

The planning commission is expected 
to review the preliminary site plans until 
its next meeting on April 21. At that time 


_ the planning commission may recom- 


mend approval, denial or changes in the 
preliminary site plans. 

The Smiths must then submit a final 
plat of the site which must comply with 
the city condominium ordinance and the 
city zoning ordinance. Such things as 
right-of-way, water and sewage plans and 
setback requirements must be shown on 
the plat, City Manager Tim Clifton said. 

The final plat will again be submitted 
to the planning commission for approval. 
If the planning commission approves the 
plan, it goes before the. city commis- 
sion for approval. Clifton said he plans to 
employ Johnson, Johnson and Roy, the

Our Police 
im They don't do it for 
= the pay or the hours

‘Most police officers are police officers 
because they want to serve the public. 
They don't do it for. the high pay or great 
hours. Who likes to stay up two nights out 
of the week working a midnight shift?" 

That's how Boyne City Police Chief 
John Talboys answered our question: 
‘Why would anyone want to be a police 
officer?"’ 

A police officer is a public servant who 
likes to do things which are appreciated 
and recognized by the public, Talboys 
continued. ‘‘Nothing depresses an officer 
more than to have a crime committed 
during his shift.”’ 

Joe Hammond, who has been East 
Jordan's police chief for 25 years, has 
probably been in police work Jonger than 
any other working cop in the county. 

“If 1 didn’t like it. I wouldn't have 
staved in it for 25 years,"’ Hammond 
said. ‘‘'The thing J like most is that you're 
doa¥ne with people. I'm not the kind of 
guy who could work in a factory. 

“This job is never monotonous or 
boring. Every five minutes something 
happens. Every day is different.” 

Many officers say they became police- 
men because they wanted to serve the 
public. Some like Wally Binder of the 
Charlevoix City Police, knew ‘‘long, long 
ago'’ that he wanted to be police officer. 
And more importantly, Charlevoix police 
officers chose a smaller county to serve 
because there's less specialization in the 
departments, a less formal atmosphere 
and less worry about crime. 

‘When you go inte larger depart- 
ments, you see and feel a more formal 
atmosphere,’* said Binder, who at 23 is 
the youngest member of the Charlevoix 
Police Department. ‘‘The chain of com- 
mand is much larger in more populated 
counties and I think it’s more conducive 
to learning when there’s a_ smaller 
department. That's because there's no 
specialization and you learn everything 
about the department you work for.”’

chucking your college education once you 
start a force is true—to a point," said 
Binder, a 1978 criminal justice graduate 
of Lake Superior State College. 

There's no substitute for on-the-job 
experience, but many of the situations 
related in a textbook come alive once in 
the department, he said, and it’s nice to 
have that background. 

Each department is run differently 
according to the way ‘the chief feels is 
correct for his department and those 
things can't be taught in a text, Binder 
said. 

County Sheriff George Lasater thinks 
the officer who has attended four years of 
college has some advantages on an officer 
who has only attended academy school. 

‘College gives an officer the advan- 
tage of age and maturity, but some of the 
best officers in this county have only a 
high school diploma,"' Lasater said. 

According to Michigan law, to become 
a police officer a person must be 21 years 
gid, pass a physical and psychological 
test, have a high school diploma or the 
equivalent and be certified. 

There are 14 academies in the state 
which officers can attend to receive 
certification. Training for city police 
officers and sheriff's deputies is the 
same. To become a state police Officer, 
the training and qualifications are 
different. 

In-service training is probably one of 
the most important tasks in keeping a 
well-trained, up to date police force. 

The 12 Charlevoix County = sheriff 
deputies received a total of 1,160 hours of 
training last year, according to Lasater. 

Some of the programs included defense 
tactics, firearms training, jail adminis- 
tration and hostage negotiation, 

Some of the in-service programs at- 
tended by Charlevoix, East Jordan and 
Boyne City police include law courses, 
investigative techniques, and interroga- 
tion and interviewing techniques, breath- 
alyzer instruction, evidence gathering 
and self-defense. 

East Jordan's Hammond says that 
“The education and qualifications of 


officers is definitely the biggest change 
I've seen since I've become involved in 
police work."" 

‘When I was hired in 1955, the city 
council could just pick anybody off the 
street and hire them to be a police chief or 
police officer,"” Hammond said. '‘Now 


. you can't puta man to work unless they 


have gone to a state certified academy. 
SERVICES PROVIDED 

The services provided by the county 
law enforcement agencies span from 
humorous to dangerous, 

‘We assist many, many, many 
embarrassed people who are forever 
locking their keys in the car's ignition,” 
Assistant Chief Bob Tripp of the Char- 
levoix City: police said. 

The police have a metal bar which is 
very useful in unlocking doors and Tripp 
said sometimes the station may receive 
five or six calls a day from. people who 
have locked their keys in their car. 

The Charievoix City Police Department 
has a foot patrot of the downtown 
business area. Tripp said the officers 
check each business door to make sure it 
is locked at night and also walk along the 
boat docks to check the situation along 
the water. 

‘‘For example. an officer may see that 
during the day a boat is occupied by older 
folks, but if during the night he sees a 
bunch of younger kids aboard, he may 
question those aboard.”’ 

Dog complaints, lost children and 
issuing traffic violations are among other 
services provided by the city police 
departments. 

Forty percent of sheriff deputies’ time 
is spent on law enforcement, jail mainten- 
ance and operation and court services. 

The county deputies enforce state 
waterway laws, snowmobile laws and

about $816,000 a year to provide law 
enforcement services. 

That comes to about $41.85 per 
person for the county’s 19,500 
residents.

Luckily, the Adgates did not fee] any 
great financial burden in raising a son to 
travel world-wide for ski events.

Boyne City’s master plan is in the 
final stages of assembly right now. 
The last in a series of three workshops 
was held last week, and the city’s 
professional planners 
specific land use proposals that wil} 
chart the next 20 years’ growth in the 
city. 

This is no cut-and-died, ho- hum’ 
master plan. A bold new course is 
being proposed for the city. There is 
plenty of food for thought—so much, 
in fact, that itis almost overwhelming. 

That in itself will make the master 

plan controversial. The easy, non- 
controversial thing to do would be to 
sit back and say ‘'When. growth 
comes. we will deal with it.’ 
_ But Boyne City will not, cannot, end 
up with a well-planned community 
that way. If we are to prevent 
hodge-podge development, we must 
take the offensive and say ‘‘If growth 
comes, this is how we think our town's 
undeveloped land could be put to its 
best possible use. And w: could do 
other things to make better use of 
what we already have."’ 

As we said, this is bound to be 
controversial. The master plan, by 

definition, is compressing 10 or 20 
yeats’ worth of controversial decisions 
into a few ‘months: Should we tear up 
the airport runway and open an 
industrial’ park? Should we allow
